To most of the peoples of the 
earth it is life. 


The Chinese, whose language 
is one of written symbols, or 
combinations of words, have a 
word for ‘‘peace.’”” The word is 
Ho-Ping. 

But this combination of words 
they chose to express peace has 
the literal meaning of “‘enough 
food for everyone.”” The Chi- 
nese, in their wisdom, knew 
that when people were well fed 
they were content and at peace. 
A well-fed people are a peaceful 
people, Therefore — Ho-Ping — 
peace. 

Today we are faced with rising 
tides of revolt in Asia, Africa 
afd Latin America. Unhappily 
much of this revolt is accepting 
the Communist doctrine which 
promises more. We forget, or 
we do not know, that for lit- 
erally millions of men, women 
ard children, the increase of 
their daily food supply by a 
handful of rice would be a vast 
improvement in their standard 
of living. 


Promise 

To a people whose eyes would 
grow wide with wonder at the 
blessing of a few more grains 
of rice, theories of government 
mean very little. The Commu- 
nists are able to say to them 
that communism will bring more 
rice and a better future. It does 
mt even teach Marxism. It con- 
ceals the slave labom camps, the 
political prisons. It needs only 
to promise. 

The Communist. successes are 
explained by this simple truth 
of human nature—the wish for 
more. Mr. Robert Young used 
exactly this technique to win the 
stockholders’ battle for control of 
the New York Central. He told 
them their dividends should 
bring them better returns—$8 in- 
stead of $2. And he got the votes. 

The shrewd men backing Asi- 
atic communism don’t bother to 
teach communism. They preach 
that communism means more 
rice, a piece of land, a better 
life. 

The Communists win those stu- 
dents, minor clerks, office hold- 
ers and teachers who feel they 
ure superior but that their 
merits are not rewarded. To 
them they promise ‘‘position’’ 
and recognition as the elite. 

Hatred, malice, insolence, fear, 
suspicion are all the fruits of 
weakness and inadequacy. That 
is why they don’t dance to our 
tune even though we have paid 
the fiddler. The fierce drive of 
tne Asian masses comes not from 
strength—but weakness. They 
sense they are inadequate and 
inferior in status. When such 
people are the objects of gen- 
erosity, they take the gift but 
they translate it as an oppres- 
sion in that they are so weak 
they cannot refuse it. 

When, in addition, they en- 
counter the attitude so often ex- 
pressed in our Congress—‘‘but 
they are not grateful’’—they re- 
act the more angrily. 


Not Gratitude 


We must learn that what we 
have been seeking by most of 
our foreign aid is not gratitude, 
or thank-yous, but allies in a 
common struggle for survival. 
We are not even seeking friends 
—so long as they are, in fact, 
allies. 

So—we read that as the French 
pull out in Indochina, the na- 
tives chant slogans of welcome 
to the invaders. Few of these 
know anything about commu- 
nism. They expect the invaders 
to mean more rice, more 
strength, and to possess the 
secret of Western power without 
being under Western rule. 

That is why the British say 
that any Asian policy must have 
the backing of Asians. This is 
the fatal weakness of our policy 
plan, argue it as we will. 

There is a lot for a people who 
declared against colonialism on 
July 4, 1776, to think about on 
the July 4th weekend, 1954,

flight achieved through piloting the 
X-1A, a rocket-powered experimen- 
tal aircraft, to a speed of more 
than 1,600 miles per hour on Dec. 
12, 1953, at Edwards Air Force 
Base, Calif.”’ 

Yeager first cracked the sound 
barrier seven years ago. The 
award said his 1,600 m.p.h. flight 
“enabled the United States air- 
craft industry to take giant steps 
towards designing airplanes for 
regular supersonic operations.’’ 

Miss Cochrane, of New York 
City, became the first woman to 
fly faster than sound on May 138, 
1953. She was chosen for this and 
for “her many speed records, in- 
cluding a closed course speed rec- 
ord of 652 miles per hour in an 
F-86 Sabre-jet.”’ 

The Harmon Trophies were 
founded in 1926 as a ‘‘contribution 
to international understanding.’ by 
Col. Harmon, a pioneer aviator and 
balloonist. 

In previous years citizens of 
Great Britain, Germany, Belgium, 
France, Italy and Switzerland have 
been named winners along with 
many Americans.

Van Leer 


Gave Tech. 
Face-Lifting

In the past 10 years, since the 
close of World War II, Georgia 
Tech has increased its daytime 
enrollment from 2,911 students 
to last year’s unprecedented 
5,000. 

During the same period, the 
enrollment of extension students 
jumped from 3,061 to 12,500 stu- 
dents. The total enrollment in- 
creased from 5,972 to 17,500 stu- 
dents in those 10 years. 

This increase reflects the ‘tre- 
mendous growth which Tech has 
undergone in the past decade. The 
changes began with the arrival of 
Tech President Col. Blake R. Van 
Leer, who took over on July 1, 
1944, and began an administra- 
tion which was to change the 
entire appearance of the 60-year- 
old school. 


CRITICAL PERIOD 


Van Leer’s arrival at Tech 
came at a highly critical period 
in the history of the American 
university system. The war news 
was good. General McArthur was 
in New Guinea, readying his 
long-promised return to the Phil- 
lipines; the Allies were on the 
verge of a breakthrough at St. 
Lo; the marines were blasting 
their way through a chain of 
Pacific Islands in a series of 
sanguinary but victorious battles. 

And Congress was beginning 
to study a G.I. Bill of Rights 
which would result in an un- 
precedented increase in the num- 
ber of college students. 


LONG-RANGE PLAN 


It was rumors of this G.I. Bill 
which caused the new adminis- 
tration at Tech to draw up a 
long-range master plan for the 
development of Georgia Tech. 
Included in that plan were pro- 
grams to increase the area of 
the school, the number of build- 
ings, the facilities and the scho- 
lastic standards. It was to be a 
complete face-lifting. 

Last week, as Van Leer cele- 
brated his tenth year at Tech, 
the master plan devised by his 
administration was almost com- 
plete. 

In the 60 years before the Van 
Leer era at Tech, 8,740 students 
had received bachelor degrees, 
200 more had earned masters. 
In the past 10 years, Tech has 
graduated 9,205 (more than half 
the total number of Tech alumni) 
has increased its graduate diplo- 
mas more than three-fold to 729 
and has presented 29 Ph.D. de- 
grees, Until 1944, nobody ever 
earhed a doctorate at the Flats. 
There were only six graduate 
students at Tech in 1944. Last 
year there were 277. 


PLASTIC SURGERY USED 


The physical appearance of 
Georgia Tech also underwent 
major plastic surgery. In 1944, 
Tech's 43-acre plant was worth 
$4,500,000. Today Tech owns 134 
of the 150 acres called for in the 
master plan and its plant is 
worth $20,000,000 more than it 
was 10 years ago. There are 16 
new buildings on the campus in- 
cluding an architectural engi- 
neering building conceded to be 
the finest in the world. 

Among the new buildings which 
cropped up during that 10 year 
period were Glenn, Smith and 
Towers dormitories which 
brought the available accommo- 
dations at Tech up from 870 in 
1944 to 1900 last year—just 100 
short of the 2,000 called for in 
the master plan.

Attracts Big Field 


“Politics is such a torment that I 
would advise every one.I love not to 
mix with it.” 

Thomas Jefferson wrote that in 1800 
and today, as the many Georgia candi- 
dates look along the hot, exhausting 
weeks between them and the September 
primary, there will be some agreement 
with the sage of Monticelo. 

Georgians came forward in consider- 
able numbers to contend for the various 
public offices, and that is a healthy sign. 
When there are few candidates and few 
voters, the Democratic process begins to 
wither and die. 

When the lists had closed at noon Sat- 
urday, there were nine candidates for the 
Democratic nomination to the governor- 
ship, a choice tantamount to election, and 
something new had been added. 

One of those qualifying is a lady; a 
long-established and successful attorney, 
Sunday school teacher and grandmother 
at 44, Mrs. Grace W. Thomas. She is not 
running on a sensational “antisegregation” 
platform, as some interpreted her modest 
words. She pledged herself to work 
toward “orderly compliance with the Su- 
preme Court decisions,” to seek “unity in 
working out our problems.” She also has 
planks promising an unrelenting fight 
against communism, for better education, 
roads, welfare assistance and “greater em- 
phasis on the individual under God.” 
Mrs. Thomas is the first woman in all 
Georgia history to quality as a candidate 
for governor. ; 


Eight others, all men and all previously 
qualified and publicized, make up the 
field of nine. The number is unusually 
large. It also is unique in that it offers 
a large number of men who previously 
have been elected to state offices, includ- 
ing M. FE. Thompson, former acting gov- 
ernor: Marvin Griffin, lieutenant gover- 
nor; Tom Linder, incumbent commissioner 
of agriculture; Fred Hand, speaker of the 
House, and Charles Gowen, veteran legis- 
lator and minority leader.

There were not really many surprises 
{n the state contest entry lists. A suspi- 
cious eye may be placed on two or three 
as having entered for advertising pur- 
poses, but in the main the candidates 
seem seriously determined. 

Sen. Richard B. Russell, as expected, 
has no opposition. Seven of the 10 con- 
gressmen also will find no torment in 
politics this summer. The veteran Carl 
Vinson of the Sixth District is again un- 
opposed, as are Prince Preston of the 
First, J. L. Pilcher of the Second, E. L. 
Forester of the Third; Henderson Lanham 
of the Seventh, Phil Landrum of the Ninth 
and Paul Brown, another veteran, of the 
Tenth. 


Secretary of State Ben Fortson and 
Superintendent of Schools M. D. Collins 
also are unopposed. 


. County races also produced a larger 
field than anticipated. Tom Camp and 
Archie Lindsey, county commissioners, 
are unopposed, as are the three Superior 
Court and two Civil Court judges.

The League of Women Voters has sent 
each candidate a pledge which the league 
hopes will be signed. It asks for no agi- 
tation of the race question as such and 
requests an end to personal abuse and 
mud slinging. It should have a favorable 
response. 

The problem of the Supreme Court de- 
cision must, of course, be discussed be- 
cause it is a major issue. But the people 
have a right to have it discussed forth- 
rightly and factually and not merely in 
terms of violence and confusion. 

The thoughtful voter will listen and 
turn to the voices of reason.

Farm Bill Compromise 


Is Likely To Be Final 


It is doubtful that the Senate will 
tamper much with the overwhelmingly 
House-approved compromise price support 
measure. A sliding scale of from 821% to 
90 per cent of parity is perhaps the mini- 
mum that the administration will accept. 

Leaders from the farm states may 
fume and orate, but they know as did the 
House that President Eisenhower will veto 
any rigid 90 per cent of parity measure. 
That would mean an automatic dropping 

. back at the end of this year to 75 per cent 
of parity guarantees. Indeed, it was this 
veto pressure from the White House which 
forced a reluctant House to take. three- 
fourths of a loaf instead of a whole one. 

The House compromise measure is 
more acceptable to farmers than a presi- 
dential veto of rigid supports. 

The boost in dairy support prices 
from:75 to 80 per cent of parity will, no 
doubt, add to the mountains of butter and 
cheese already in government warehouses. 

There are ample arguments on both 
sides of the support question. A sliding 
scale should tend to discourage surpluses 
in those commodities now in over-produc- 
tion. On the other hand farmers argue, 
and with some justice, that they cannot 


maintain their place in the economy in the 


face of government support, subsidies and | 


guarantees to industry and labor without 
similar protection. 

Through the years, consumption will 
solve the surplus problem. More home 
consumption and a realistic trade policy— 
which Congress still has not approved— 
are the final solutions. 

One congressman suggested that a way 
to increase home consumption is to popu- 
larize obesity. Unfortunately, it is not that 
simple.

Federal Figures Prove 


How Georgia Marches 


Georgians once clung desperately to 
the old expression, “Thank God for Mis- 
sissippi.”’ 

Whenever compartive statistics were 
announeed, Georgia formerly stood close 
to the bottom. In education, welfare and 
other state services, Georgia showed up 
poorly. Native pride could be salvaged 
only by comparison with Mississippi 
which almost invariably showed up worse 
than Georgia. 

Times have changed and so have the 
statistics. Georgia has moved from her 
traditional position among the anchor 
states to a proud spot nearer the top. The 
authority is the United States Department 
of Commerce. 

An analysis by Merrill C. Lofton, man- 
ager of the Atlanta office of the depart- 
ment, shows Georgia in the tenth position 
among the states in the total amount of 
money disbursed for education. Thifty- 
eight states spent less. In all the South- 
east, only North Carolina spent more. 

State and local governments spent 39.3 
per cent of each tax dollar on schools, 
nearly 10 cents per dollar more than the 
national average. 

Georgia equaled the national aver- 
age or bettered it in other fields. Wel- 
fare expenditures equaled 18.5 per cent 
of total income compared with 17.1 per 
cent for the nation. Money spent for de- 
velopment and maintenance of natural re- 
sources was above average, too. 

The state was average or slightly be- 
low the median figure in the percentage 
of total expenditures for. highways, public 
safety and health and hospitals. But in 
each case Georgia’s showing was cred- 
itable. 

In the important field of education, 
only California, Illinois. Michigan, New 
York, North Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Texas and the State of Washington topped 
Georgia’s investment last year of $123,- 
621,000. In several other fields Georgia 
was ahead of, or kept pace with the rest 
of the nation. 

Speaking of expressions, it is about 
time to resurrect another old one, “It’s 
Great to be a Georgian.”

Mr. Sweet Isn’t Bitter 
About Shabby Treatment 


A news report tells the story of Rich- 
ard Sweet, of Indiana, who has spent half 
of his 41 years in prison for a crime which 
the courts now say he was convicted im- 
properly. 

Sentenced to life imprisonment in 
1935 for allegedly robbing and kidnaping 
Dr. R. L. Dooley, Mr. Sweet went to jail. 
The victim never identified him and be- 
lieved in his innocence. His conviction fol- 
lowed a 15-minute trial in which he was 
defended by a “pauper’s lawyer.” 

He says that he is not mad at the world

GOP Embittered 


At Press Criticism 


WASHINGTON—The increasingly critical tone 
of the press toward the Eisenhower administra- 
tion in recent months has produced a strong reac- 


tion within the administration. 


The feeling is growing that with a 


press which is privately accused of being both. irresponsible and 
overly critical the conduct of both foreign and domestic policy—par- 
ticularly the former—becomes all the more difficult in a time of 


grave crisis. 

In speaking off the record to the 
National War College during the 
term that ended in mid-June, four 
members of cabinet rank in the 
administration took the line that 
the press was putting the admin- 
istration under a heavy handicap. 
This attitude is strongly reminis- 
cent of the resentment toward the 
press felt by former President Tru- 
man and his Secretary of State, 
Dean Acheson, during the last year 
and a half or two years of Tru- 
man's tenure in office when his 
administration was confronted with 
a sea of troubles at home and 
abroad, 

One reason for the strong reac- 
tion today may lie in the contrast 
with two years ago and even a 
year ago. Seldom has a presiden- 
tial condidate had such an adula- 
tory press as did candidate Dwight 
Eisenhower. Likewise, in the first 
phase of the presidency the great 
majority of newspapers treated 
Mr. Eisenhower with extraordi- 
nary kindness both in the news 
and editorial columns. 

The change has been abrupt, and 
it may explain the intensity of the 
feeling that the press imposes an 
added burden on those who are 
trying to make policy. This feeling 
is especially acute in the area of 
conflict over the need for secrecy, 
as seen by top policy-makers, and 


_ the insistence of newspaper report- 


ers on bringing out news even 
though it means prying behind or 
ignoring a ‘‘top secret’’ label. 
Some time ago the columnists, 
Joseph Alsop and Stewart Alsop, 
published information which they 
said was based on a National Se- 
curity Council document dealing 
with the relative military strength 
ot the Soviet Union and the United 


States. They gave the official num- 
ber of this ‘‘top secret’’ document, 

Secrecy restrictions have long 
been resented by newsmen here. 
One of the persistent complaints 
against the Truman administration 
was that the secret label was put 
on when it was desired to hold 
back unpleasant facts. The Eisen- 
hower administration announced 
that under a new policy the right 
to apply the classification of secret 
and top secret was being with- 
drawn from many government de- 
partments. But reporters complain 
that this order is merely a ges- 
ture, since top officials maintain 
a barrier of silence increasingly 
hard to get through. 

The feeling among some policy- 
makers is strong that the press 
should uphold American negotia- 
tors when in trying to arrive at 
critical decisions they are in con- 
flict with other powers. Thus, there 
was deep resentment over the in- 
terpretation of many commenta- 
tors that Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles suffered a major 


diplomatic defeat at the Geneva: 


conference. The blame, it is felt, 
should have been put on the Brit- 
ish for refusing to go along with 
the Dulles proposal for presenting 
the Communists with a strong front 
for “united action’ in Indochina. 

The present attitude in Wash- 
ington may be merely a phase of 
adjustment to the harsh realities 
of government in a period of crisis 
and revolutionary upheaval. The 
Eisenhower . administrators may 
get accustomed to the slings and 
arrows of misfortune which, in 
their view, the press goes out of 
its way to hurl. But the present 
feeling is undeniably sharp and 
hitter.

Is Bleak and Bald 


This is the time of year to consider shade, 


cool, green shade. 


For in summer man looks at the cities he 
has built and knows that they are monstrous. Mi 
crete, acres of melting asphalt, and the heat of the

Cities are ugly to look at. Stones piled on stones and people living 


in holes between rocks is not a pretty sight from 


or social point of view. 


If the outlines of cities were 
softened by trees, if there were 
vistas between the mad jumble of 
masonry piles, cities would be 
easier on the eye. 

City life then would be easier on 
the inhabitants. Vistas mean space 
and circulation, and that means 
lower temperatures. Trees mean 
coolness too. A survey made last 
summer shows temperatures are 
several degrees lower beneath 
trees than otherwise. 

Norman Douglas, the author of 
the esteemed ‘South Wind,” 
noticed this in an earlier book 
called ‘‘Siren Land.’’ The book was 
a record of a sojourn in southern 
Italy, a land denuded of its forests, 
and hotter than the hinges of the 
municipal incinerator. 

Mr. Douglas described the 
“frigorific’’ effect of trees. There 
was a lonely grove in his neighbor- 
hood, and on the most burning day 
it was a cool retreat. On hot nights, 
he wrote, his body gave an in- 
voluntary shiver as he entered this 
leafy place. Observers before and 
after Mr. Douglas have noticed 
this ‘‘frigorific’’ effect. There is no 
doubt about it, trees help cool the 
atmosphere. We clever people have 
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either the esthetie 


cut them down and replaced them 
with buildings that heat up the air 
by day and radiate warmth all 
night long. 

Atlantans have an affinity for 
trees in the residential sections, 
but apparently an antipathy for 
them where they work. Trees are 
cherished like little children if 
near a home. Downtown they are 
notably absent.. In their place is 
glare, heat waves literally boune- 
ing off building walls, and ther. 
mometer readings several degrees 
higher than necessary. 

People are funny about trees, 
They associate them with the 
country. The first thing a grow- 
ing town does is chop down the 
trees on its main street so the 
place will look more citified. A 
twisted sort of ambition. 

Notice too the subdivider. First 
the ax, then the bulldozer. Finafy 
the completed development, and 
hundreds of sweating new house- 
holders planting saplings and hop- 
ing and praying for shade in an- 
other five years. 

A city without trees is a dreary 
place in winter. In summer it is 
high on the list of the ugliest 
things in the, world.

Senate Again Okays § 


Oil Tax Bonanza 


WASHINGTON—Perhaps the neatest trick of 
the year—a real one-two—was pulled off by the 


Senate during consideration of the tax bill. 
taxpayers ought to be let in on it. 


You ae 
You are well acquainted with the 


first round, which got plenty of publicity. That was the sham battle 
in which both parties engaged in the pretense of doing a little some- 


thing for the small taxpayer. 


It involved the alternative amendments 


to increase personal income-tax exemptions—one sponsored by Sen. 
Walter George on behalf of the Democrats, the other an effort by 
Sen. Eugene Millikin (Colo.), Finance Committee chairman. 


Both were defeated in succes- 
sion, as you remember, and by 
identical votes, 49 to 46. So the 
small taxpayer came out with 
exactly nothing—zero. 


But in the campaigns, you'll 
hear how your senators tried to do 
something for you, and they'll have 
the record to prove it. Everyone 
of the 96 was present except Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy (R-Wis.). Such 
an attendance is rare, indeed: but 
they all wanted to show the small 
taxpayer how their hearts bleed 
for him. All except 4 of the 95 
voted for one or the other of the 
two plans for increasing personal 
exemptions — Republicans gener- 
ally supporting the Millikin ver- 
sion, Democrats the George ver- 
sion, and each party voting against 
the other party's scheme. 

It was a noisy muddle—and very 
poor legislating. The administra- 
tion came out best—for it wanted 


_ no personal-exemption boost. 


Now for the second round, which 


‘happened more quietly and fur- 


tively immediately afterward. 
Though doing nothing for the 
little fellow, the Senate proceeded 
to continue the tax bonanza for 
the oil industry embodied in the 
2744 per cent depletion allowance 
or exemption, applicable both to 
oil corporations and to individuals 
in the oil business. It is written 
off before they begin to figure 
their taxes. Because of it, ‘many 


such taxpayers are paying little 
or nothing in taxes under existing 
law,"’ explained Sen. John Wil- 
liams (R-Del), who made a name 
for himself by his investigation of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. He 
thinks these oil companies ought 
to support their government, as 
do the rest of us. 

He and Sen. George Aiken (Vt), 
both Republicans offered an 
amendment to cut the depletion 
allowance to 15 per cent, which 
would be handsome enough. 

But do you think you can find 
out how senators voted? No, sir. 
The voting was by voice and a 
‘division.’ Three times an attempt 
was made by the sponsors of the 
amendments to get a record, roll- 
call vote. All that was required 
was for 10 senators to signify they 
wanted a roll-call vote by holding 
up their hands. 

You should have seen your big, 
brave public servants “sitting on 
their hands,’’ as Sen. Aiken put it, 
when a show of hands for a roll- 
call vote was asked. Never were 
there enough, though they had 
tumbled over one another, in the 
previous sham battle, to get on 
record that they were for you and 
me on the personal-exemptions in- 
crease-—with a farce the result. 

But they took care of big oil, 


as always. Oil knows no party 
lines,

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WASHINGTON — GOP National Chairman 
Len Hall didn’t quite know what to make of it 
when he first received a letter. from Henry Wal- 
lace which, in effect, supported the Eisenhower- 
Benson flexible farm price-support program. 

Probably there is no man, not even Harry Tru- 
man, whom the Republicans have kicked around 
more than Henry Wallace. He 
has been Galled a pinko and a 
dreamer. He has been maligned 
and scoffed at. However, since 
Wallace was not only vice presi- 
dent of the United States, twice 
secretary of agriculture under 
Roosevelt, once secretary of 
commerce, and his father was 
secretary of agriculture under 
Harding, his letter to Len Hall 
may be political manna from 
heaven in the present hectic 
farm debate. 

Specifically, what the former vice president 
wrote to Chairman Hall about was his idea of an 
ever-increasing granary. But in the course of the 
letter he came out for Benson’s flexible price sup- 
ports. He recalls that price supports of between 
52 and 75 per cent were what he had advocated as 
secretary of agriculture and he felt the same sup- 
ports should be applicable today. 

“The problem,"’ Wallace explained to this 
writer, “is how the farmer can get the greatest 
net income after a war when the abnormal de- 
mand for his product ends.” 

He went on to explain that whereas the demand 
for wheat and cotton is fairly stable in times of 
peace, the demand for corn should increase be- 
cause of the growing demand for pork and beef. 

“‘Furthermore,”’ explained Wallace, ‘‘we’ve cut 
down the expense of raising corn. We've cur- 
tailed the necessary man-hours per acre through 
the use of machinery. We will double synthetic 
nitrogen in a few years, so that a 15cent pound 
of nitrogen will produce 20 pounds of grain. So 
corn is going to be a lot cheaper to produce and 
the price has got to come down. 

“‘Wheat,”’ said the man who started acreage 
limitation and price supports, ‘‘is different. Low- 
ering the price of wheat won't increase consump- 
tion, because it’s consumed by humans, not ani- 
mals.”’ 

Wallace said that he believed the ever-normal 
granary for corn would be about one billion 
bushels a year. This amount should be kept on 
hand every year as a holdover to insure a steady 
supply of animal food and a steady price. 

Asked how he felt about the Benson-Eisenhower 
farm program, Wallace said the administration 
had now come pretty close to his own farm pro- 
gram, therefore he couldn’t help but support it. 

Note—What makes farm leaders and Midwest 
congressmen sore at the administration is Ike’s 
many promises during the election campaign that 
he would back rigid farm price supports. At Kas-

san, Minn., on Sept. 6, 1952, he talked about 1% 
per cent of parity price supports, while on Sept 
18, 1952, he promised: “I have pledged that the 
Republican Party will provide farmers with eco- 
nomic protection without putting them in federal 
chains.’"’ Later the same day he said: “The gov- 
ernment must help agriculture achieve stability 
ir’ ways which minimize federal controls and pro- 
tect the farmer's freedom to run his own busi- 
ness.”

More information is now available on one of the 
midshipmen whose commission was suddenly held 
up just before being graduated from the Naval 
Academy last month. 

It is now learned that Paul Shimek Jr. of 
Haven, Ark., had visited the Russian embassy in 
Washington last December and, by his own admis- 
sion, given the Russians information about the 
Naval Academy. 

Shimek came to Washington with two other 
midshipmen, left the two at a hotel, went around 
to the Russian embassy, rang the bell and went in. 

The FBI, which, as most of Washington knows, 
has a long-range-lens camera across the street 
taking pictures of everyone. entering the em- 
bassy, immediately photographed Shimek, and 
he was later quizzed by naval officers. Apparent- 
ly the Visit was motivated by curiosity. But while 
in the embassy he was asked questions by the 
Russians and admitted that he had told them about 
the Naval Academy, its studies, morale, etc. 

Actually no information of a security nature 
was revealed, but naval officers didn't like the 
idea that Shimek would use such poor judgment 
as to visit the embassy and submit to cross-exami- 
nation there. 

They also found that he had been correspond- 
ing with an uncle studying medicine in Commu- 
nist Poland. Examination of the letters indicated 
the uncle had been trying to fill the boy’s head 
with Communist ideas. For these reasons, naval 
security officers recommended against commis- 
sioning Shimek. 

However, Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Thomas, making the final decision, overruled 
them. He felt that a baptism of publicity had been 
unfairly aimed at the three boys, called them to 
his office and apologized. He told them he hoped 
they would rise above any embarrassment caused 
by the publicity. 

At the same time the Republican policy com- 
mittee of the Senate, headed by Sen. Ferguson of 
Michigan, threatened to investigate the smearing 
of the three young men on the ground that the 
Navy had four years to find out all about them, 
and there was no need of subjecting them to un- 
favorable publicity just before graduation. 

When I queried Secretary of the Navy Thomas 
as to whether he knew all the facts about Shimek’s 
visit to the Russian embassy, he said he had all 
the facts, was willing to stand on his decision, and 
felt the decision had been correct.

The new governor can face an 
eight-million-dollar or 12-million- 
dollar problem by shaving ex- 


penses or increasing collections 
of taxes. 

That is a rosy picture for the 
candidates and the people. There 
could 


be a couple of serious 
flaws in it. Business could go 
downward, cutting the state's 


revenue, Talmadge could use a 
lot of the surplus to restore more 
of the 6 per cent cuts he made 
in some agencies. Also, in the 
last two years of the next ad- 
ministration, the new governor 
could face a budget of approxi- 
mately 250 million dollars with- 
out any surplus to help pay it. 

Speaking of across-the-board 
budget cuts, the education de- 
partment is getting back more 
than it lost on the 6 per cent 
cut. The welfare department is 
getting back as much as it lost. 
The governor whacked the com- 
mon schools by six million dol- 
lars and now is reallotting them 
nine million dollars this year, a 
net gain of three million dollars. 
He reduced the welfare depart- 
ment and now is reallotting it 
and its institutions $2,500,000 to 
offset the cuts. Battey Hospital 
is getting its cut restored. The 
health department is one major 
agency which didn’t get back all 
its slash. 

Largest financial sufferer is 
the highway department. It is 
being cut nearly fhree million 
dollars, with no reallotment 
made yet,

While ‘“‘Army” was leading the 
crowd in singing, ‘Blessed As- 
surance, Jesus Is Mine,’’ I saw 
a man, accompanied by his wife 
and led by a “seeing eye” dog, 
enter the church, He stood for a 
moment in the vestibule, then 
walked confidently down the 
aisle and took his place among 
the worshipers. 


All during the sermon, I could 
tell he was following along. When 
there was a smile, he smiled 
too; and when the congregation 
was searching the deep places 
of their souls, you could tell by 
the look on his face that he too,

was entering into that great ex- 
perience, 

After the service was over, he 
came forward to shake hands. I 
knew before his hand clasped 
mine who he was—Jackie Hayes, 
for more than ten years the star 
second baseman of the Chicago 
White Sox—now blind and led 
along the streets by a friendly, 
understanding dog. 

After the crowd had gone 
away, we stayed there and 
talked, He asked about ‘‘Whit’’ 
Wyatt, ‘“Dixie’’ Walker, and 
especially about Luke Appling, 
his roommate while a White Sox 
star. 


Baseball is still a large part of 


his life. I saw him at a “‘Little 
League’ game. Sitting close to 
the backstop, I could tell he was 
following every play. ‘I like that 
little second baseman,” he said. 
“He handles himself like he 
knew what he was doing.” 


I guess some people would call 

Jack’s case a ‘‘tragedy.”’ At the 
peak of his athletic fame, he was 
struck down with a damaging 
‘disease that finally robbed him 
of his sight and left him blind 
for life. Jack didn't sit down 
and let life have its way with- 
out him fighting back. He went 
to the leading doctors of the na- 
tion. Hospitals did what they 
could—all to no avail. The shad- 
ows deepened until darkness 
covered his path. And how did 
Jack react? 


When the final verdict was in, 
and the facts were faced, Jack 
turned to his wife and said, ‘‘The 
good Lord has paid me a com- 
pliment, He doesn't send things 
like this on folks who can’t take 
it—and—I can take it.”’ 

Jack's is one of the few mas- 
culine faces on which I've seen 
the ‘‘saudadosa look.” It is a 
Portuguese word, meaning “a 
wistful yearning for happiness, 
but a yearning.that carries with 
it the knowledge that life can be 
hard and sometimes cruel, and 
must be met with dignity and 
courage.”’ 

I saw it in the faces of young 
girls whose husbands were fight- 
er pilots and in other dangerous 
branches of the service. I saw 
it once on the face of an old 
preacher just after the reading 
of the “‘appointments’’ when he 
had been sent to a hard moun- 
tain circuit. I saw it another 
time on the face of a wife who 
had just been told her husband 
had cancer.

U.S.-British Differences on Red Chinese 
Clear Focus in Recent Talks 


Brought Into 


In the Christian Science

The most difficult {issue con- 
fronting the Anglo-American con- 
ferees at the White. House has 
been policy toward the rising 
giant of Communist China. 

For many years, and even 
through the Korean war, Brit- 
ain and the United States were 
able to agree to disagree about 
Red China—to go their separate 
ways on that issue while con- 
certing action on other world 
fronts. But now, with the col- 
lapse of France's defenses on 
the southern perimeters of this 
expansionist nation, and with 
Red China's Chou En-lai play- 
ing a subtle and successful game 
at Geneva and New Delhi, the 
West is having to readjust its 
estimates of this vast and popu- 
lous ally of the Soviet Union. 

A weekend at the White House 
can hardly hope to compose dif- 
ferences which have been wid- 
ening ever since American-syp- 
ported Chiang Kai-shek was driv- 
en from the Chinese mainland. 
What is Britain's attitude? 
London believes that China can 
one day be detached from its 
present close alliance with and 
reliance on the Soviet Union. 
And that it ultimately will get 
over its expansionist fervor. Lon- 


that the Red Chinese leaders are 
even now slightly miffed be- 
cause China has to rely on hard- 
bargaining Moscow for its indus- 
trial equipment. Trade would be 
used to erode the Mosapw-Pek- 
ing alliance. 

Finally, Britain also believes 
that a defense line should be or- 
ganized in Southeast Asia, a 
NATO of the Orient, to make 
certain that Communist China 
pushes no further than _ Indo- 
china, 

The American attitude, ex- 
cept for point three, is far dif- 
ferent. To many Americans, Red 
China is bent on conquering 
Asia, piece by piece, and hardly 
will forsake its Soviet alliance 
when two can agress more suc- 
cessfully than one. 

Communist China, it is ar- 
gued, must be kept industrially 
weak — even blockaded if possi- 
ble — so that one day we won't 
wake up to discover that the 
combined industrial potential of 
the Soviet bloc exceeds the com- 
bined potential of the free world. 

The third British objective — 
Mr. Eden's. willingness to de- 
velop a NATO and draw a line

most paradoxical after London's 
obvious effort to come to terms 
with the Chinese leadership.

Coffee—how and when you like 
ft, is a matter of taste. Some 
like it black at the dinner table, 
others like it with cream in the 


_living room. And where you put 


your coffee cup is a matter of 
taste, too, outside of the fact 
almost no one likes to balance a 
cup on one knee. 

Styles in coffee tables differ as 


widely as the people who use 
them. 


IN EASY REACH 

Some folks like a table that's 
almost wall-to-wall, like the car- 
pet, and almost as low as the 
carpet, too. Coffee at shoe top 
level is not so uncomfortable as 
it may sound, since chairs seem 


to be squatting.on their heels 
nowadays, too. 


The long, low table generally 
is designed to go in front of a 
long, low sofa, and is in easy 
reach of anyone sitting there. 
This makes serving very easy 
on the hostess, because she 
doesn't need to keep passing 
things. 

However, some guests (or host- 
esses) may have a morbid fear 
of being hemmed in. Yet they 
may be reluctant to step over 
the table, or be unable to, if the 
board is very wide. Naegurally, 
no hostess wants her guests to 
feel trapped behind a_ coffee 
table, so she would arrange to 
have other styles of table. 

There are other low ones, not 
quite so long, which can be 
paired off before the sofa. They 
make a convenient aisle so

between them. These, too, may 
be used beside chairs, as oc- 
casional tables or individual cof- 
fee tables. They also can as 
commodate tall lamps. 


INDIVIDUAL TABLES 


And then there are other, smal- 
ler tables, ranging from tiny 
square or round ones, often cov- 
ered with tile, which serve as 
individual coffee tables, to more 
substantial sizes which go with 
sofas or chairs. 


Surface materials for tables 
being made today are impervi- 
ous to everything except admir- 
ation. Some plastics, which sneer 
at burning cigarettes and spilled 
liquids, look like matched-grain 
wood. There also are surfaces of 
flagstone, marble and glass, and 
materials that look like marble. 
Any tables that have hardware, 
or metal legs, may make use of 
pewter, brass ar chrome.

So-called ‘‘workshop sessions” on juvenile delinquency or, I 
suppose, any problem facing the human race, can be very solemn 
affairs. There are moments when the talk gets good and you 
lean forward in your chair, certain that you're about to receive 
a great revelation. The people about you seem possessed of truth 
and wisdom and you listen so intently, fearful of missing some- 
thing, that your ears hurt. , 


Then there are inevitably moments when the talk seems to go 
‘round and ‘round in cliches and your eyes feel heavy and full of 
sand and your feet go to sleep. The flapping of the Venetian blinds 
or a fly buzzing around the ceiling light suddently become the 
most fascinating happenings in the room and dominate all your 
attention. 


Happily the Washington session on detention facilities for 
children—before or until their cases have been disposed of by 
juvenile courts—was a pretty lively meeting with little time for 
dozing or day-dreaming. Will C. Turnbladh, director of the Na- 
tional Probation and Parole Association of New York, was the 
group leader, assisted by Sherwood Norman, field consultant and 
probably the country’s most knowing person on the subject. 


They kept the meetings moving and the talk was, if not gay 
drawingroom comedy repartee, valuable and worth hearing. 
However, about the third day I had reached the point where I 
didn’t expect to hear laughter or see the light touch ever again.

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| CRACKER FANS ALWAYS SURE TO GET A LIVELY BANG OUT OF JULY FOURTH GAME

NEW ORLEANS, July 4 — 
Fourth of July weekends have 
been significant, lively and 
sometimes historic for Atlanta. 
Spin the reels and you'll renew 
an acquaintance or learn some- 
thing new whether you stop at 
five, 10 or 35 years. 

While the present Cracker 
club still is looking for the invi- 
tation to serve as host to the 
All-Star g@me July 15, how about 
1950? It was July 4, 1950, that 
Al Henencheck pitched — a two- 


hit shutout but had it rubbed 
from the record books when Bir- 
mingham won a protest because 
the lineup Mgr. Dixie Walker 
gave the umpires listed Carl 


Lindquist as the pitcher. 

The second game of that holi- 
day double-header was a 4-4, 16- 
inning tie so the Crackers wound 
up with nothing that furthered 
their pennant drive. 

Just 10 years ago on July 4th, 
Marshall Mauldin, now the af- 
fable “greens consultant’ at 
North Fulton Golf Course, 


banged out six straight hits 
against Memphis. That earned 
him a coveted line of type in 
the league record book. 

And in 1937, Alex Hooks, Hugh 


Luby and Buster Chatham reeled 
off a record-tying six double 
plays, the last Cracker club to 
perform the feat until the 1954 
club. 

Give the reel a fast twist and 
you are back to July 4, 1919, 
the first rip-roaring Independ- 
ence Day after the big war. It 
was a Friday and _ the kickoff — 


of a big weekend. 

The old Bijou Theater was ex- 
pecting a full house to hear re- 
ports of the Dempsey-Willard 
fight in Toledo, Lakewood Park 
had its gates open for horse 
races and motorcycle events 
and the Crackers were host to 
Mobile for a double-header. 

Yes, the 1919 Cracker team. 
It was one of the most interest- 
ing of all Atlanta clubs and 
rightly deserves a spot on the 
mantel for its trophies along 
with other great miracle teams 
of sports. 


Anybody remember the lineup 
that July 4, 1919? Oliphant, Gal- 
laway, Herndon, Mayer, Dam- 
rau, Dykes and Griffin to men- 
tion a few. 

Dykes was the Jimmy Dykes 
who now is managing the Bal- 
timore Orioles and on June 13 
that year he had collected 10 
hits in a 23-inning battle which 
still is the longest game on the 
Southern Assn. record books and 
it was played in the remarkable 
time of three hours 40 minutes.

“So will you please give me 
some pointers about the health 
angle and any other relevant 
data concerning going around 
naked.” 


THEORIES BLASTED 

Nudists argue that it is health- 
ful to shed their clothes. That is 
medically untrue. 


Why, it isn’t even healthful to 
lie on the beach 90 per cent 
naked with the modern abbrevi- 
ated bathing suits. 

For big doses of ultra violet 
light from bright sunshine, are 
harmful: That’s why God Al- 
mighty covered birds with feath- 
ers and animals with fur to keep 
that bright sunlight away from 
the epidermis. 

God figured we human beings 
would be smart enough to cover 


our bare skin with some protec- ° 


tive device, as cloth, and most 
humans have done so since the 
beginning of time. 

But in recent years a fad has 
sprung up of boasting about 
tanned skin.

But a tan is an indictment of 
its owner medically speaking, for 
the body develops a tan only as 
a last resort to keep out the 
ultra violet light. 

So don’t be deluded by the sun- 
shine addicts: Shade is more 
healthful, even for the tubercu- 
losis patients, too. 


NUDIST RATIONALIZATION 

“Well, anyway,” a nudist may 
protest, ‘‘it feels so pleasant to 
be free from the restrictions of 
clothing.” 

If that is true, why not shed 
your clothes in your own bed- 
room, and save all the trouble, 
scratches, mosquito bites, etc., 
of journeying to some distant 
camp to undress?
